Then he dips his hands
in a solutlon of bichloride of mercury,
and 18 ready to visit his patlents, On
his return o the room he agaln dips
his hands in the solution of bichlorids
of mercury, changesg hia clothing, thor-
oughly fumigates himself and retires
fromm the building.
